GIVES OUT AN APOLOGY. 


Harlem Club Issues a Statement 
and Sheriff Barrett Has- 
tens to Explain. His 

Position. 


An influence so powerful that the officials 
of the racetracks near Chicago were power- 
less iast night forced the Harlem track 
officials to rescind the suspension of D. J. 
Lynch, recently barred from both the Harlem 
and Hawthorne tracks on charges of dis- 
honest racing. ; 

The Hawthorne officials recently acknowl- 
edged the power of the same “ influence "’ by 
restoring Lynch to good standing, but it re- 
mained fer the Harlem officiais to startle 
racing men by issuing a statement that the 
accused man had behind him “ certain in- 
fluences which the club has neither the desire 
to antagonize nor the power to oppose.” 


Political Influence Blamed. 

This statement caused a sensation last 
night wherever racetrack men congregated. 
The opinion was unanimous that this all 
powerful influence was nothing else than 
politicd]; that certain politicians had found 
it to their pecuniary advantage to have 
Lynch at the tracks and were determined 
to keep him there. 

*“*It has been known ever since Lynch was 
reinstated at Hawthorne,” said one sporting 
man- last night, * that a man whose word 
was law had told the tracks to put Lynch 
back. Lynch had been giving these fellows 
information and they had to stand by him. 
It’s come to a pretty pass when racetracks, 
where it is hard enough to’detect fraud any- 
how, have to give way to officeholders and 

liticlans even when they catch man 
cheating and have to put him Back ‘on 
turf to continue his practices."’ 


Club Tells of “ Influence.” 

The news that the “influence” back of 
Lynch had triumphed over the track officials 
came in an announcemént issued by the 
Harlem Jockey club. This was as follows: 

“The ruling by the Harlem Jockey club 
on Aug. 6, 1903, suspending D. J. Lynch and 
warning him off the Harlem racetrack, is 
rescinded. 

“No new evidence has been adduced to 
persuade the Harlem judges that they erred 
in suspending Lynch, or that he is deserving 
of clemency, but certain influences tn Chicago,

Cashier of State Bank at Prince- 
ton, Wis., Confesses to Forgeries. 


ARRESTED AND IS IN JAIL 


Crime Compels Bankers at Montello, 
Wis., to Close Their Doors. 


Princeton, Wis., Oct. 18.—[Spectal.]—J. E. 
Liemer, cashier of the Princeton State bank, 
was arrested today and taken to Dartford by 
Sheriff Ogielvie, where he is ‘now in jail. 
State Bank Examiner Marcus G, Bergh to- 
night stated that Liemer had confessed that 
the forgeries amount to $60,000. 

The Princeton State bank is closed and the 

Montelle State bank, of which Liemer is vice 
president, has been ordered by the state offi- 
clals not to open its doors for business to- 
morrow. The people of Princeton are in a 
state of excitement the equal of which has 
never beep occasioned by any event in this 
elty. 
Speculation in grain, Liemer says, was the 
cause. J. BE. Liemer came here as cashier of 
the Princeton bank eight years ago and the 
éxaminers believe that the forgeries have 
covered a period of six years. 

Mr. Liemer came from Appleton, where he 
has excellent family connections, and-where 
he always was regarded as a first class busi- , 
ness man. He was one of the most populay 
men that has ever lived in this city. .

HUNDREDS DIE IN EARTHQUAKE. 


Thirteen Villgegs Destroyed by an Up- 
heaval in Persia—Total of 
Victims 250. 


‘ LONDON, Oct. 19. 3 a. m.—A dispaich to 
the Standard from ite correspondent at Odés- 
sa says news has reached there from Khor- 
assan that 250 Mves have been fost in an 
earthquake at Turshiz, Persia. Thirteen 
villages were destroyed and 5,000 

now are homeless. 
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It was noticeable that there were only 
about one-third as many womer as men 
among the visitors. Capt. Laingan and in- 
spector Walsh estimated that there were 
11,000 persons present, 8,000 of them being 
visitors. 

There were nearly 4, persons waiting In 
lines which extended from either side of the 
main entrance at half past 1.

Without Food. 


DRIVEN BY HURRICANE. 


Liner Comes to Rescue as Death 
Is Near—Captain’s Children 
Suffer Greatly. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 18.—[{Special.)— 
Starving, half-crazed with fear, battered by 
sea and wind, without oil for lights, and not 
even a crumb of any kind of food on board, 
hopeless and waiting only for death—this 
was the condition of thirteen persons on the 
schooner Ruby and Bessie when they were 
rescued far out at sea yesterday by the 
steamship Haverford. 

It was half past 9 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing when the Haverford sighted the schoon- 
er, which was flying signalsof distress. Both 
ships were then about 100 miles off Cape 
Henlopen. The steamship hove to. immedi- 
ately and preparations were made for the 
sending off of a boat. 


Sailors Like Dead Men. 

Before this could be done it was seen that 
a small boat had set out from the schooner. 
As those who rowed came nearer the hor- 
rified passengers and sailors on the Haver- 
ford saw faces that looked like.skulls, eyes

On board, besides the crew, 
were the captain’s wife, four children, and 
a@ man passenger, thirteen in all. 


‘Fear Death in Hurricane. 


Scarcely had the voyage begun when winds 
were encountered. These grew into a gale 
So great was 
the fury of the storm that hope for saving 
the ship was abaydoned several! times. The 
ship was blown far out to sea when the gale 
ended. | 

When it was realized that they were safely 
through the storm they were horrified to 
learn that their food was almost exhausted. 
They had come through one danger to lie 
within the peril of death by starvation. 

This was more thana weekago. A division 
of the food into the smallest possible rations 
was made at once. The children were first 
to show the effect of the reduction. They 
‘sickened, paled ,and weakened rapidly. 


Give Shares to Save Children. 


.“ Bave the children’”’ was then the cry. 
Everybody gave of their pitifully small por- 
tions to keep life in the little frames. In 
spite of the sacrifices and the scraping to- 
gether of all fragments every crumb was 
gone by Wednesday of last week. Then came 
the waiting for the end. The coming of the 
Haverford was as though the ship had fallen 
from heaven. 

“Food and oll and our reckoning are all 
we want,’ said Capt. Marshall, when his tale 
was ended.

A large quantity of oil was” 
aiso sent aboard. Reckoning was then given 
for the five fathom lightship, and the ship 
that came from the land of death was sent 
on its way. 


Came in the “Nick of Time.” 


Chief Steward Cronin of the Haverford 
was on the afterdeck when the Ruby and 
Bessie was sighted, and. superintended the 
selection of the supplies. Discussing the 
schéoner’s plight, Mr. Cronin said: 

“The Haverford came up just in the nick 
of time. If we had been much later it is 
probable that all on board would have been 


tion of the men I saw I feel quite sure it 
would have gone hard with the captain's 
wife and the four little children, and no doubt 
there would have been some deaths.

Nelson of the Haverford ordered that every- 
thing possible be done to aid the sufferers, 
We gave them meat, vegetables, bread, 
tinned meats, biecuit, and ofl.

French Sailors Mutiny. 

San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 18.—The steamer 
Mariposa, from Tahiti, brings advices that 
the French bark Sully, from China to Val- 
paraiso, put into Papeele on Sept. 9 with a 
mutinous crew. The sailors claimed their 
provisions were poor and insufficient. The 
captain of the Sully and the vessel have been 
detained by the French authorities. 


Terrible Voyage on Schooner. 

LONDON, Oct. 18.—The schooner Snaefell, 
laden with codfish, reached Queenstown from 
Newfoundland tonight, having been navi- 
gated for the entire trip, which lasted nine- 
teen days, by the captain and mate alone. 
The schooner encountered a succession of 
gales, and cold weather and fatigue caused 
the captain and mate extreme suffering. 
They never slept in their bunks from the 
time they started. For five days the schooner . 
was on its beam ends, and then the two men 
subsisted on bread and water, as they were 
unable to light a fire.

FOUR OUT 70 BEAT YATES 


HAMLIN COMPLETES THE LIST OF 
PROBABLE CANDIDATES, 


Attorney General, the Latest Aspirant 
to Amnounce His Purposes, Is Ex- 


the Exeeutive in Districts Where 
the Others Do Not Count Many Fol- 
lowers—Has Influence of Cullom Be- 
hind Him-—Fight Is to Be Spirited. 


Attorney General Hamlin’s announcement 
on Saturday completes the Hst of probable 
candidates for the republican nomination for 
governor. 

It is still possible that Congressman Ves- 

Warner may enter the race, and some 


ex-Gov. Fifer may be induced to 4d 
himself, while the threatened trouble in 
Egypt between Maj.- Dan Hogan and Gov. 
, Yates may force Secretary of State Rose into 
the running. 

All this is contingent, however, while the 
candidacies of State’s Attorney: Charles 8. 
Deneen, Attorney General H. J. Hamlin, Col. 
Frank O, Lowden, Lawrence Y. Sherman, 
and Gov. Yates are actualities and must be 
reckoned with. 

The entry of Mr. Hamlin into the contest 
was notable not only on account of the effect 
it will have in central and in some parts. of 
southern Illinois, but because it is taken by 
politicians as settling several previously 
vexed questions in the Eighteenth and Nine- 
‘teenth congressional! districts. Besides this, 
it meayis an anti- Yates contest in Sangamon 
county, which is Senator Cullom’'s home, but 
which the Yates forces are trying to control. 
- Hamlin’s district is strongly republican, be- 
ing composed of the counties of Champaign, 
Coles, De Witt, Dougla’, Macon, Moultrie, 
Shelby, and Piatt, and will have over seventy 
votes in the next state convention. 


May Get Cannon’s District. 

To the north lies the Bighteenth, Congress- 
man Cannon’s district, which has been con- 
siderably at sea regarding gubernatorial 
choices. The three large counties in the 
district are Vermilion, the congressman's 
home; Iroquois, and Kankakee. In the past 
the republicans of Iroquois and Vermilion 
counties have been influenced by Congress- 
man Cannon in matters of this sort, but 
this time he has not indicated preferences 


ot any kind more than to.intimate in private 


conversation that a change in the executive 
mansion at Springfield would be advisable. 
The candidacy of such a near neighbor as 
Hamlin is likely, to attract the Eighteenth 
district republicans. 

In Kankakee Senator Len Small is using 
all the patronage and influence of the insane 
asylum to carry the county for Yates and 
no one ever accused the senator of losing a 
trick of this sort through lack of industry 
or intelligently directed effort. 

The opposition to Small and his methods, 
however, has been growing every year, and 
another primary fight is promised in. the 


eounty when the delegates to the state con- 


vention are chosen. The candidacy of Mr. 
Hamlin will give this opposition some one 
to rally around, as the outside counties 
naturally hesitate,to take up a Chicago man 
when such a contest is waged, on account 
of the dislike of many of the residents to 
having the governorship go to Cook copnty. 


Hamlin as Cullom’s Choice. 

It was these considerations which induced 
Senator Cullom to pick on Attorney Gen-: 
eral Hamlin as the most available man with 
whom to make the fight against Yates in 
Sangamon county. 

Now Gov. Yates is attempting to contro 
the county in which the state capital is sit- 
uated, and this means another fight on Sen- 
ator Cullom’s hands. So the senator has se- 
lected Mr. Hamlin as the best man to beat 
the Yates forces—which means the state’s 
pay roll brigade resident there. 

The Seventeenth congressional district— 
composed of the counties of McLean, Liv- 
ingston, Ford,. Logan, and Woodford—is 
hopelessly anti-Yates, and it was on this ac- 
count the governor’s advisers are so anxious 
that Interstate Commerce Commissioner 
Fifer should declare himself a candidate, as 
he lives in the district and could keep it away 
from Hamlin or some other anti-Yates can- 
didate. 

Peoria county is the largest one in the Six- 
teenth congressional district, and here Gov. 
Yates is trying to get delegates by grace of 
the location of the asylum for the incurable 
insane and the gift of state patronage. Sen- 
ator Putnam is hie lieutenant there. 

L. Y. Sherman will be the anti- Yates candi- 
date in Peoria, as he is strong in both city 
and county, they being adjacent to his own 
congressional district, the Fourteenth.

Prot. James W. Bradshaw of Iowa 
City Insists He Quoted Re-

Iawa City, Ia., Oct. 18.—[Special.}—" Had 
I dropped free silver in 1806 1 would have 
been é¢lected president.”—W. J. Bryan. 

This quotation from the erstwhile apostle 
of the God given ratio of 16 to 1 is vouched 
for as authentic by Prof. James W. Brad- 
shaw of the Iowa Commercia! college, who 
today was called upon to Vérify his recent 
statement that Mr. Bryan in an interview 
with him had declared the silver issue dead. 

This addition to his previous interview re- 
garding his talk with Mr. Bryan was called 
forth from Prof. Bradshaw by the wide 
publicity given to denials by the Nebraskan 
that he ever admitted that free silver was 
dead or would not be a prominent issue be- 
fore the national democratic convention next 
year. 
Says He Quoted Bryan Correctly. 

Prof. Bradshaw, who for years has been 
an intimate friend of Mr. Bryan, is much 
annoyed at the questioning of his veracity 
and he wants vindication. His statements 
printed in CuIcaco Trisuns of Oct. 15 
regarding a conversation with Mr. Bryan 
during a recent railroad trip he reiterates, 
and he says his quotations from Mr. Bryan's 
remarks were absolutely correct. 

Mr. Bryan, Prof. Bradshaw repeats, not 
only admitted that free silver would not be 
an issue before the convention of 1904, but 
gave it as his opinion that it never again 
would be a national problem in the United 
States. Prof. Bradshaw sdys Mr. Bryan 
based this theory on the fact that the na- 
tions of settled down to a gold 
basis an wou impossible to 
the current of their ways. ee 


Issue Never Again to Appear. - 
The conversation with Mr. Bryan, accord- 
ing to Prof. Bradshaw, showed the late 
candidate still a believer in the theory of 
free silver, but now convinced that it would 
be impolitic to bring it up in future cam- 


paigns. 

The further statement by Mr. Bryan that 
it is his belief he would now occupy. the 
presidential chair had he let the silversissue 
drop three years ago, Prof. Bradshaw neg- 
lected to mention in his previous interview. 
Now he wants the public to know the facts, 
and he insists every word on the subject 
uttered by him is absolutely true. 


Nebraskan Done with Politics. . 

In his previous interview Prof. Bradshaw 
quoted Mr. Bryan as saying: 

‘IT am out of politics, and will not be a 
candidate for president again. I will devote 
the future to law, lecturing, and the puhbh- 
lication of the Commoner. It is impossible 
for any man to tell who Will be the next 
democratic nominee. 

“ Roosevelt, doubtless, will be the repub- 
ican nominee. He is a man of character. 
knowledge, and statecraft.. No man in the 
republican party has a firmer hold on the 
common people, especially in the west. No 
man can command the respect of nations to 
a greater degree or wield a stronger influence 
over the world at large.” 


Bryan Smiles at Cleveland Boom. .. 
“ Outside of republican newspapers Grover 
Cleveland isn’t considered a presidential pos- 
sibility,”” said William Jennings Bryan yes- 
terday at the Sherman house. “ It would be 
a fine thing if the republicans could nominate 
him on the democratic ticket—a fine thing 
for the republicans. But they can’t Go it.

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 18—A _ special 
commission, under the presidency of the 
¢zar, has been formed to consider affairs in 
the far east. It iricludes the ministers of 
the interior, finance, foreign affairs, war, 
and of the navy, and Viceroy Alexieff; other 
members will be nominated by the czar. The 
commission will consider budget proposals, 
measures to develop trade and industry, and 
proposed alterations in the laws. 

A newspaper published at Port Dalny is 
authority for the report that the British min- 
ister to Japan, Sir Claude Macdonald, has 
undertaken to mediate between Russia and 
Japan, and, having secured Japan’s consent 
to certain proposals, is‘now negotiating with 
Russia. These proposals are that Russia

Count Cassini Sets Up Oleims. 

PARIS, Oct. 18.—Count Cassini, the Rus- 
sian ambassador to the United States, haa 
beén interviewed on the far eastern question. 
The ambassador said that the danger of a 
conflict, which was real a few days back, 
seemed to have been averted, and that if ever 
a conflict came it would not be provoked by 
Russia. 

Continuing, Count Cassini said:

We now have a 
vigilant police there, and, moreover, we have 
built the railroad. This does not mean that 
we intend to annex Manchuria, but having 
incurred enormous expenditures and posses- 
sing ‘immense interests there, we insist that 
these be safeguarded, and we expect to 
realize our legitimate benefits. Dane 
Thé powers understand this so well that 
none, except possibly Japan, seriously con- 
templated insisting that the evacuation be 
effected on Oct. 8. Russia cannot evacuate 
Manchuria before obtaining the guarantee to 
which she has a right from China and all 
‘Europe, including even Great Britain, recog- 
nizing that their Interests are united with 
those of Russia.”

ARIS, Oct. 18.—King Victor Emmanuel 
and Quéen Helena of Italy have concluded 
thein visit to Paris and left for Italy from the 
Invalides railroad station this afternoon, 
They were accompanied to the station by 
President and Mme. Loubet, and along the 
- route received enthusiastic demonstrations 
from the crowd. Their departure was with- 
out any noteworthy incident. 

Before his departure King Victor Em- 
manuel gave $10,000 for the poor of Paris and 
$6,000 for indigent Italians. 

King Victor Emmanuel during his stay 
here extended a cordial invitation to Presi- 
dent Loubet to visit Rome and the invitation 
has been accepted. 

The king and queen heard mass here early 
this morning in the Italian chapel here, 
whither they drove without escort. 

At 9 o’clock this morning a start was made 
for Vincennes to witness the military review. 
The streets through which their majesties 
passed were not crowded, owing to the early 
hour and a drizzling rain, which continued to 
fall intermittently almost all morning. 

Upon arriving at the review ground King 
Victor Emmanuel mounted a horse, Queen 
Helena took her place in President Loubet’s 
carriage, while Mme.. Loubet entered the 
richly decorated royal stand, where, before 
the march past, she wds joined by their 
majesties and the French president. 

The party returned to Paris by way of the 
boulevards amid the hearty cheering of the 
people. The sun had come out and the crowds 
were enthusiastic. 

At 1 o’clock their majesties drove in full 
state to the Elysée palace, where an elab- 
orate lunch was given, the guests being all 
military or naval officials, and including 
Commander Giles B. Harber, the naval 
attaché, and Capt. T. Bentley Mott, the mili- 
tary attaché at the American embassy. 

At the lunch King Victor Emmanuel made 
a speech expressing his admiration for the 
French army and recalling the days when it 
had fought side by side with the soldiers of 
Italy. His majesty referred again to the 
pleasure that he and Queen Helena had de- 
rived from their visit to Paris. President 
Loubet replied befittingly.

THE OPEN SHOP. 

To begin with, why darken counsel by in- 
sisting that 15 per cent of the wage earners 
of this country, organized into trade unions, 
are trying to exclude from emp! ent the 
85 per cent not yet organized? Why invoke 
the grisly specter of tyranny to preside over 


soon as the curtains are raised to admit the 
light of reason, we shall‘all perceive that 
we have been present at the trickiest kind 
of journalistic séance? : 

Suppose that the plumbers’ union, control- 
ling almost the entire plumbing trade, de- 
mands the exclusive employment of union 
plumbers. What species of argument is it 
to reply that the agricultural laborers are 
still wandering beyond the limits of the 
trade union fold? Suppose that the glass 
blowers, finding that here and there a non- 
union glass blower continues to escape the 
payment of union dues, refuse to allow the 
“traitor” to work beside them. Will they 
be deterred by an enumeration of the 
washerwomen, over whom trade unionism 
bas not yet spread its shield? 

The fact is that the 85 per cent of non- 


where there are no trade unions for mere to 
join, or else where the trade unions which 
they might join are too weak ever to think 
of running amuck for the closed shop. The 
closed shop becomes a cause of war only 
when the trade union concerned has estab- 
lished an ascendency in its trade. The 
question of paramount interest is not how 
many wage earners are organized through- 
out the country in all trades put together, 
but how many are organized in each par- 
ticular trade in each particular shop in 
which the exclusive employment of union- 
ists is demanded. Give the specter of 
tyranny a trade union workday and let it 
spend a few hours of leisure now and then 
among its fellow phantoms. 

But, says the legalist, even if the plum- 
bers’ union has argued and brass knuckled 
90 per cent of the plumbers in a given shop 
into compliance with its rules, an agree- 
ment to employ only plumbers who comply 
with certain rules is in restraint of trade. It 
spells monopoly in all itseight letters. Well, 
a féw weeks ago the railroads connecting 
Chicago with St. Paul put their heads to- 
gether and conceived the joint thought of 
raising the St. Paul passenger rate from $8 
to $11.50. This thought hatched out beau- 
tifully. The St. Paul rate is now half us 
much again as it used tobe. The Chicago 
papers printed full descriptions of the 
hatching process. Where were ye, promi- 
hent citizens, when the remorseless deep 
closed. o’er the head of your loved competi- 
tion? There was vot heard a single, faint 
piping note of lamentation. 

“It is restraint of trade,” said Mr. Wood- 
lock of the Wall Street Journal] the other 
day, “for two competitive railroads to 
agree or conspire to make the same rates. 
Why is it not restraint of trade for asso- 
ciated laboring men to agree not to work 
with somebody else or for somebody else ?” 
Bxactly: But if we are going to crush re- 
straint of trade and resuscitate competition 
let us see competition rise ful] fledged with 
its wing of free labor and its wing of free 
capital both feathered to ‘the tips. 

Further, most talk about restraint of trade 
is strongly reminiscent of Charles Lamb’s 
talk about the propriety of educating chil- 
dren in their father’s religion when, aft 
dilating upon the advantages of this policy, 
he concludes emphatically: “ Should I have 
children I am determined:to have them 
brought wp in their father’s religion—if they 
ean find out what. that religion is.” What 
is restraint of trade? When the courts are 
dubious, who are the newspapers that they 
should assume the ermine and thunder from 
the woolsack? 

But, says the Jeffersonian philosopher, 
even if you persist in regarding the legality 
of the closed shop as beyond your province, 
you will not fail to note the immorality of 
denying to the nonunion man the natural 
right to sell his labor when, where, and how 
he pleases. Natural rights! A man used 
to have a natural right to go forth and steal 
a wife from a neighboring tribe. He used to 
have a natural right to slay the man who 
slew any of his blood kin. He used to have 
the natural right to keep his child out of 
school, Natural rights are not immutable. 
They imitate the chambered nautilus and 
build themselves new mansions as the sea- 
sous and theagesroll, An appeal to natural 
rights is an appeal to a figure in a kaleido- 
scope.

The oriental phase of such a con- 
flict would be lost sight of in the occidental 
vision, and the speculations would be occu- 
pied only with the result of the European 
conflict. But if the good sense of the Euro- 
pean powers kept them,’ as it probably 
would, out of the fight, a panorama of great 
professional interest would unroll itself be- 
fore professors of the military art. 

What would be the result of this war be- 
tween the most easterly of the eastern peo- 
ples and the most easterly of the western 
peoples? The scales hang pretty evenly 
at present. The weight of a great military 
genius thrown into either side would decide 
the balance.’ Whether such a genius 
‘would appear, and on which side he would 
appear, is a question insoluble, Japan is 
feeling that period of national exaltation, 
advancement, and success in which such 
geniuses usually make their appearance— 
while Russia is not. But such a criterion 
cannot be definite enough to impose the pre- 
diction that a great captain will emerge 
from the mists to lead his wiry, yellow 
countrymen on to victory. 
| The first part of the war would be by sea. 
If Russia sunk or drove into harbors the 
Japanese warships the bear would then 
have no trouble in marching victoriously 
into Corea and in unloading shiploads of 


Peace would thereupon be signed on the 
basis of the status in quo, for Japan could 
no longer resist. If, on the other hand, 
Japan placed a broomstick at its masthead 
and swept the Yellow sea the fight would 
just begin.’ The mikado would then have 
to unload his soldiers on the coasts of Corea, 
where the gray host would be waiting ona 
battlefield, 

What would be the result of the naval 
part of the war? ‘The fleets of the two 
powers are so nearly equal in numbers and 
kind that the qualities of the admirals and 
the qualities of the man behind the guns 
would decide, Russia, being a great inland 
empire, does not produce any considerable 
number of natural sailors. Sle may have 
splendid trained sailors—the event will de- 
cide that—but'she has not anywhere the 
number of natural sailors that Japan, with 
a fishing population of 2,000,000, has. As 
to marksmanship, we know nothing. The 
Japanese soldiers are good marksmen, both 
with rifle and cannon. The Russian soldiers 
have not had so much practice and are not 
so good. The same may or may not be true 
of the sailors of the two nations. A pointin 
favor of the Japanese fleet would be its 
nearness to home stations and its fighting 
on interior lines against fleets operating 
from Viadivostok and Port Arthur, and 
the reinforcements from Europe. 

If the Japanese prevailed, and were able 
to land troops on the continent, the second 
phase of the war would begin. Russia is 
said to have now a quarter of a million men 
in the far east. On the other hand, when 
Admiral Alexieff held his review at Port 
Arthur a few days ago, with the idea of 
impressing upon Japan the futility of at- 
tacking the bear, he assembled but 70,000. 
Japan can easily raise and equip half a 
million troops without drawing on its sec- 
ond reserve. If, therefore, Russia did not 
add considerably to her present forces before 
the naval battle was over Japan would have 
the best of the beginning of tHe trouble. In 
the march to Pekin it was the expression of 
war correspondents, as well as American 
and British officers, that the Japanese were 
the best soldiers in the expedition—better 
than the Americans, British, or Russians. 
If that be a true estimate, the Japanese 
would whip an equal number of Russians, 
and Russia would need a considerably su- 
perior force to carry off the battle flags. 

Russia has about three times as many 
inhabitants as Japan, and, inferentially, 
could raise three times as many soldiers. 
Fifteen-sixteenths of these inhabitants, 
however, live 5,000 miles from the theater 
of war, and the conduct of military opera- 
tions at that. distance from the main seat 
of supplies is not an easy. task. 

If the mikado got the better of the first 
land campaign in Corea, Russia, rather than 
have an expensive war carried on in its prov- 
ince of Manchuria, probably would be will- 
ing to call the whole war a misunderstand- 
ing and treat on the basis of the status in 
Russia in Manchuria, with 
Mapan euzerain of Corea.

ADY RODNEY, who has just arrived 
. from England in order to attend the 
wedding of the duke of Roxburge and 
Mises May Goelet, and incidentally to 
tour through the United States and 
Canada, is a first cousin of the duke, her 
mother, Lady Wimborne, being a sister of

the Duchess Roxburge, who next month is 
to become a dowager. Lady Rodney was 
obliged a year ago to obtain a divorce from 
her husband, the decree being granted in 
her favor, and since then her former hus- 
band has married again, the new Lady 
Rodney having been a Miss Charlotte Probyn, 
daughter of a well known county magnate of 
Gloucestershire. 

Corisande, Lady Rodney—that is to say, 
the former wife of Lord Rodney—is as much 
of a favorite at court and with the royal 
family as Lord Rodney is the reverse. For 
not only were the sympathies of King Ed- 


ward, Queen Alexandra, and of all the reign-. 


ing families with Lady Rodney throughout 
her domestic troubles, but Lord Rodney 
further incurred the il! will of the royal house 
by his vigorous protest some years ago 
against the grant of the colonelcy of the 
regiment of First Life guards to the late 
Prince Henry of Battenberg. The latter had 
held a@ commission in the Garde-du-Corps at 
Berlin, which is the Prussian counterpart 
of the English Life guards, and Queen Vic- 
toria was anxious that her favorite son- 
in-law should hold command of the regiment 
that was more particularly tntrusted with 
her protection. While the authorities were 
perfectly willing to comply with the queen 8 
wishea in the matter some of the officers of

Lord Rodney is one of the few remaining 
holders of those perpetual pensions which 
have excited so much indignation on the part 
of the present generation of British tax- 
payers. He draws from the national treas- 
ury $10,000 a year for the services rendered 
by his ancestor, the famous Admiral Sir 
George Rodney, in winning the great naval 
victory in the West Indies over the French 
that resulted in the peace of Versailles in 
1788. For this victory the admiral (whose 
ancestor was ohe of the fellow crusaders of 
King Richard ur de Lion and killed at the 
siege of Acre) received the thanks of par- 
liament, a peerage, and this perpetual pen- 
sion of $10,000 a year, which has been drawn 
by his heirs ever since—that is to say, fora 
period of 120 years. 

Most of these perpetual and hereditary pen- 
sions have been commuted, the late duke of 
Marlborough having received a lump sum 
of $500,000 for his, which, granted to the first 
duke as a national reward for his victory of 
Blenheim, amounted to $20,000 a year. But 
Lord Rodney, like the Earl Nelson, who has 
an hereditary pension of $25,000 a year, re- 
fuses to make any compromise, and at his 
death the $10,000 a year will pass along with 
the peerage to his eldest boy, George, now 
12 years old, who, like his younger brother 
James, is being brought up under the care 
of his mother. : 

So numerous are the letters which I have re- 
ceived from readers since my reference the 
other day to the enumeration of the living 
descendants in this country and in England 
of Kings Edward IV. and Henry VII. of 
England and of King James III. of Scotland, 
compiled by the ‘‘ Marquis de Ruvigny,”’ that 
it may be of interest to state that King 
Henry VII. is the last English sovereign 
from whom any English or American citizen, 
outside of royalty and semi-royalty, can 
trace a legitimate descent, and in view of 
their great number, nearly 12,000, it is, to say 
the least, remarkable that fully nine-tenths 
of them belong to the classes which can be 
traced by books of reference such as peer- 
ages, clergy lists, army lists, law lists, etc., 
in one word, who belong today to the classes 
rather than to the masses. 

There are, however, a certain number of 
cases which show how the blood of that 
King Henry VII. who gave Westminster 
abbey its most noble feature has traveled 
down into the midst of the people. an Instance 
in point being that of Joseph Smart, who is 
a butcher at the little town of Halesowen 
in Shropshire. His pedigree begins with 
Mary Tudor, daughter of King Henry VII. 
of England, and who, after becoming tRe 
widow of the king of France, married as 
her second husband the duke of Suffolk. 
Their daughter, Lady Frances Brandon, mar- 
ried Henry Grey, marquis of Dorset, whose 
eldest daughter was Lady Jane Grey, fora 
brief period queen of England. Lady Jane's 
younger sister, Lady Catherine Grey, mar- 
ried Edward Seymour, earl of Hertford, 
whose son, Lord Beauchamp, married Hon- 
ora Rogers. With that marriage the line 
began to lose its semi-royal character, and 
when Lord Beauchamp’s daughter, Honora 
Seymour, married Sir Ferdinand Sutton, 
alias Dudley, it definitely passed away from 
the shadow of the throne. Sir Ferdinand’s 
daughter was Frances, Baroness Dudley, 
who married Hummble, Lord Ward. In the 
right of his mother, their son Edward. sec- 
ond Lord Ward, was also eleventh Lord Dud- 
ley. This peer’s only son, the Hon. William 
Ward, had a daughter, Frances Ward, the 
first person in the pedigree who lacked either 
a title.or an honorific prefix. She mar- 
ried William Lea, a small country gentleman 
of Halesowen in Shropshire, and her daugh- 
ter, Frances Lea. contracted a similar 
union, her husband being Walter Woodcock 
of Albrighton, also in Shropshire. This 
couple had a daughter, Mary, who became 
Mrs. Smart. Her son, Joseph Smart, was a 
butcher at Halesowen, and his grandson, 
bearing the same name, carries on today the 


same trade in the same locality. So thatr 


there are here exactly fourteen generations 
between the scepter and the cleaver. 

Gen. Francis de Bourbon, whose sentence 
to two months’ confinement in a fortress has 
just been confirmed by the king of Spain, is 
not, as stated in the cable dispatches, a 
prince of the blood, but what may be de- 
scribed as a morganatic kinsman of the 
young monarch, and the penalty which he is 
undergoing is for his interference with the 
police at Madrid when they were enforcing 
the gambling laws at a second or third rate 
club of which he was the president. 

He is not unknown In this country, having 
married in 1877 in New York his first wife, a 
rich Cuban heiress, who died about ten years 
afterwards, and he is now the husband of the 
wealthy daughter of a Hebrew banker at 
Madrid, who became a convert to Catholicism 
in order to render the match possible. These 
two marriages have had the effect of placing 
the general beyond that want to which he 
was subjected in his younger days. For it 
was in the winter of 1872 that he was reduced 
to such extremity at Paris that he was found 
starving in the streets, actually begging for 
alms, and forced to spend the nights among 
the tramps and vagrants on the benches in 
the Champs Dlysées. Fortunately for him 
he was recognized by a Carlist nobleman, 
who took compassion on his sufferings and 
recommended him to Don Carlos, at that 
time recruiting adherents for his last insur- 
rection. Don Francis, who is a son of the 
late Infant Henry of Spain and of his mor- 
ganatic wife, Donna Helen Castelvi, fought 
under the orders of Don Carlos throughout 
the rebellion, and at its close transferred his 
sword, like many another Carlist officer, to 
the late King Alfonso, who gave him a com- 
mission in his own army.

LESSON NO. 75.—Sour milk. 
HE question of how to utilize sour 


of town people who have plenty of 

good, pure milk. When properly 

made, batters, cookies, etc., are 
lighter and better where sour milk and soda 
are used. It is also more economical. Sour 
milk is best when it sours quickly, and is 
thick and smooth, not separated. Milk in 
winter grows bitter before it sours, and the 
degree of acidity varies so much that the 
result ts often failure. The common mis- 
take Is the use of too much soda. One level 
teaspoonful of soda to a pint of sour milk is 
the correct proportion. When the milk 
tastes sour bot has not thickened, a little less 
soda may be used. When a recipe calls for 
molasses as aveill aseour milk more soda must 
be used. 

Soda should be finely pulverized before 
measuring, for, if lumpy, it cannot be meas- 
ured exactly nor mixed as readily. Some 
people stir the soda into the sour milk, others 
dissolve it In a little hot water, while sti.. 
others advise its being mixed with the flour 
and other dry ingredients, the combined 
liquids to be added the last thing. 

The most simple way of using sour milk is 
in the form of bonnyclabber. This is un- 
skimmed milk which has been allowed to 
sour until thick. It is then chilled and served 
with brown sugar and cream. It isa popular 
dish in the south, where it is eaten at either 
breakfast or supper. 


is in the form of cottage cheese. As soon as 
sour milk has thickened place it over a slow 
fire. When it becomes lukewarm and be- 
gins to separate pour it into a cheescloth bag. 

hen well drained turn into a dish, mash 
with a silver fork, moisten with cream and 
season with salt and pepper. 

The following recipes are old favorites, 
and will be found satisfactory if thick sour 
milk is used which is not too old. A cup- 
ful is always the half pint measure.

Two and one-half cupfuls flour, 1 teaspoon- 
ful salt, 1 egg, 2 cupfuls sour milk, % tea- 
spoonful soda. 

GINGER BREAD. 


\One-fourth cupful butter, % cupful sugar, 
2 eggs, % cupful sour milk, 1 cupful molasses,

BOGER POCOCK’S INTERESTING 
NARRATIVE OF ADVENTURE. 


His Experiences as a Member of the 
Canadian Mounted Police in North- 
west Territory, as a Correspondent, 


Roughing It in the Rockies—Horse- 
back Ride from Canada to the City 
ef Mexico. 


Roger Pocock, whoever he may be, knows 
how to write. In his “ FOLLOWING THE 
FRONTIER ” (McClure. Phillips & Co.) are 
bits of work equal to the best of Kipling. or 
any one else now writing. He is of English 
birth, and was cast at the age of 16, an awk- 
ward, half educated lad, upon the inhospit- 
able shores of Canada. According to his 
own story his long nose always drew his 
weak chin into trouble. And trouble was 
certainly his portion. The bitter road of the 
younger son was the primrose path of dal- 
liance compared with his experience. 

In 1883, at the age of 17, he found himself 
In a gang of navvies and surveyors, con- 
structing the Canadian Pacific on the shores 
of Lake Superior. One boss after another 
“ passed him up’ as a dreamer and useless. 
Out of work he wandered among such places 
as Port Arthur, sometimes making a living 
and sometimes going hungry. If he ever 
earned any money he was either already in 
debt, or he was cheated out of his funds by 
sharpers. 

About this time he got a chance to join the 
mounted police, and an ideal life was about 
opening up for him, when, as the troop was 
starting to suppress Rlel’s rebellion, he froze 
his feet and was prevented from taking an 
active part. After that he drifted out to 
British Columbia and Alaska, was sent as 
correspondent to report an Indian uprising 
whjch didn't uprise, acted as missionary 
among the Alaskans, studied folk lore. fished, 
wrote stories and poems, had hairbreadth 
escapes from assassination and drowning, 
explored fjords, mountains, rivers, and 
glaciers, went off with a pirate whaler to the 
arctic seas, and then came to the “ states."’ 

His adventures in Idaho, Washington, and 
Montana do not make pleasant reading for 
Americans, chiefly because what he says is 


correspondent, prospectus writer he lived by 
his wits till he got money from London pub- 
lishers who had accepted some work. He 
returned to London, but the “call of the 
wild’ was strong and he headed an expe- 
dition to the Klondike during the first rush. 
It was a completes and absolute failure, large- 
ly through his fault. It never reached its 
destination. Its funds were spent, its horses 
and stores lost, and one member disappeared, 
at which Pocock was charged with murder- 
ing him. 

Then he got a horse and started down the 
Rockies for the City of Mexico. His ad- 
ventures were much to his liking, For 3,600 
miles he rode, through plains, Over moun- 
tains and valleys, and across deserts. He 
slept with cowboys, dined with bandgits, and 
herded with Indians and Mexicans. He got 
lost\on deserts and in cafions, was robbed and 
cheated, thrown Into prison, but came at 
last to his destination, 

The book is a charming bit of work. It 
is full of splendid descriptions, anecdotes, 
and adventures. Above all, it has a catchy 
humor, even to the last paragraph.

“A CANDLE OF UNDERSTANDING,” 

by Elizabeth Bisiand, js such an intimate 
and truthful portrayal of the life of a girl 
on an old southern planta@@ion after the war 
that we should be surpr indeed, if it 
did not betoken more than a mere artistic 
understanding of the situation. Stories with 
such a background are no longer rare, by 
any means; but here is the record of a girl 
from her childhood up, written from the 
interchanging standpoint of the child and 
girl of long ago and of the woman who 
looks back upon that vista. Perhaps it is 
not generally recognized how true a state 
of mind this is. We are no less the child 
we were yesterday than we are the man or 
woman we shall be tomorrow. Our life is 
not as a distance, but as the air—continuous, 
fluid. 
“The story of this book Is of least conse- 
quence, and, although the background is 
southern, it is not as a partisan, nor as a 
laudable patriot. but as an intense lover 
of home and childhood associations, that the 
heroine appeals to us. Miss Bisland does 
not descend to crude “ character ” work, any 
more than does a good actor. Her men and 
women. however. live for us as men and 
women. The mind of the mother. with its 
almost irritating. sweet, petted. incompre- 
hensive conception of broken fortunes, and 
the sorrowful heart of the heroic but con- 
quered father are before us as an open book. 
Almost the only fault we can find with the 
author of such an honestly good book ts that 
she sometimes, through richness of the imag- 
ination, falls into mere vagaries of phrase 
making. (Harper & Bros., New York.) 


HOW TO JUDGE ARCHITECTURE.

Mr. Russel! Sturgis, author of the “ Dic- 
tionary of Architecture and Buliding,.” “ Eu- 
ropean Architecture,” etc., has written 
“HOW TO JUDGE ARCHITECTURE ” 
(the Baker & Taylor company), a work 
which students and others will find valuable 
as a guide to modern opinion on the subject. 
Aided by plentiful filustrations from the 
early Grecian temples, and passing through 
the cathedrals to the modern business blocks, 
he has shown the infuences which have 
brought about the various styles and deduced 
simple rules for the architectural judgment 
of these bulldings. 

He has made no attempt to set up absolute 
standards, but the reader is enabled to form 
bases for his own opinion and to learn the 
fundamentals of good and bad tn buildings. 
With such skill has he elaborated his study 
that the reader cannot but have an Interest 
In the structures, no matter how common, 
which are to be seen every day in our streets. 

Naturally most of the examples quoted or 
pictured by Mr. Sturgis are those of cathe- 
drais, for the cathedral! Is architecture, but 
there are nevertheless a number of the Ital- 
flan palaces shown, and, coming down to 
modern times, some of the residences and 
business houses of Europe and America. 
They do not seem to us to be altogether rep- 
resentative or happy. He has a good word 
to say for our Richardson, as he shows a 
picture of his Trinity church, Boston. He 
regards the New York Life Insurance build- 
ing in St. Paul as a good example of thought- 
ful business architecture in America.

A Finely Illustrated Volume on War- 
wickshire and Northamptonshire. 

Charles Scribner's Sons have imported a 
thin but handsome quarto which should iIn- 
terest tourists, and every one else for that 
matter. It is by John Ley.and and is called 
“THD SHAKSPEARE COUNTRY.” With 
this subject ts also included matter on the 
Washington and Franklin country. It is a 
reproduction of text and pictures which ap- 
peared tn Country Life, the English publica- 
tion. It describes in word and picture the 
beautiful Warwickshire country which has 
come to be associated so closely with the 
great poet. Mr. Leyland describes with sym- 
pathy the country around Stratford, and the 
beautiful photographs give us the clearest 
poesible idea of what God and man have dene 
for that almost sacred spot. Every house, 
every church, every road, the river, the 
bridges, every nook and corner is reproduced 
in beautiful halftones. 

Author and photographer have done the 
same for the country of Washington and 
Franklin—by which is meant Northampton- 
shire, whence came their ancestors.

Steel Combine of Selling - 
_ Cheaper Across Border. 


LOSS TO AMERICAN TRADE 


Charge Practically Admitted, but 


Defended on Business 
Grounds,

The United States Steel corporation, com- 


monly called the steel trust, is accused of 
adopting a policy which is @riving American 
manufacturers of agricultural implements 
out of the markets of the world, by selling 
soft bar or machinery steel to foreign manu- 
facturers cheaper than to American. 


In proof of this accusation William Fetzer, 


secretary of the McSherry Manufacturing 
company of Middletown, O., charges that the 
steel trust charges higher prices in the 
United States than it does in Canada. thus 
enabling the Canadian manufacturer to un- 
dersell his American competitor. 


The truth of the charge practically is ad- 


mitted by James M. Swank, general man- 
ager of the American Iron and Steel asso- 
ciation. 


This charge and the answer are contained

“Even in years of prosperity it sometimes 
happens that a rolling mill or steel works 
when rynning to its full capacity produces 
a surplus of its products beyond the imme- 
diate wants of its customers or of the gen- 
eral market. If this surplus can be sold 
abroad, even at prices below current quote- 
tions, it Is better to do this than to reduce 
production by stopping the relling mill or 
steel works for a few days or even for one 
day. The men would not only lose their 
wages during the stoppage but the manufac- 
turers would lose in many ways. As one 
incident of the stoppage the home consum- 
ers of their products could not be supplied so 
cheaply as when the plants are running full.” 


Reply to Swank’s Letter. 


Mr. Swank’s letter to Senator Allison, on 
being referred in turn to Mr. Fetzer, elicited 
the following reply: 

“Mr. Swank seems to permit the use of 

sarcasm, bitterness, and numerous presump- 

tions, which this reply will try to avoid. 
Please understand that this correspondence 
does not come from the McSherry Manu- 
facturing company, as claimed, who are 
hardly in position to have any words with 
the steel trust, but the writer as an Amer- 
ican citizen, backed with the facts and the 
truth in his favor, has a safe right to make 
known the unmanly and unpatriotic Injus- 
tices heaped upon the once healthy and 
prosperous implement manufacturing in- 
dustry by the mighty trust powers. 

Swank’s argument marked No. lis 
an admission, using the words ‘ frankly con- 
ceded that In some cases lower prices have 
been charged Canadian manufacturers of 
agricultural implements,’ etc., admits selling 
cheaper in Canada than fn the United States, 
claiming that Jt is only to dispose of * surplus 
products beyond the immediate wants of 
customers of the general market,’ whereas 
my charge of their selling cheaper in Canada 
plainly refers to dealings within the last 
year, being the most prosperous period the 
steel industries have ever seen, and during 
which time they have taken always from 
four months to a year and over to fill their 
regular orders, whereas in past years such 
orders were usually filled in thirty days. 

“Argument No. 2: This understanding is 
entirely wrong as to grain drills, seeding 
machinery, cultivators, harrows, other corn 
plagting and cultivating machinery, be- 
cause the margin of net profit with the home 
trade Is less than 10 per cent to the manu- 
facturers, who could not afford to pay for 
export crating and freight to New York and 
then sell at less prices. The argument may 
be true of harvesters, thrashing machinery, 
and hay presses sold upon long terms at 
home and for cash abroad. 


Raw Material Not Higher. 


“ Argument No. 3—The claim of greatly ad- 
vanced cost of raw materials governing ths 
present price of steel, this seems to be the 
principal argument of the letter, and it is 
hardly well founded; the Standard Oi! com- 
pany could as well say the advanced price of 
refined oil is due to the increased market price 
of crude, and everybody knows who owns the 
oil wells and makes the market price of crude 
oil. That the steel trust owns its own fur- 
naces, coke ovens, iron ore flelds, etc., is too 
well known to allow weight to this argu- 
ment. 

** Argument No. 4—The truthful statement 
of facts, that American ingenuity alone, 
backed good hard American energy and 
determinZtion, are entirely responsible for 
our once healthy and successful home and 
export trade upon American agricultural im- 
plements is sufficient answer to this argu- 
ment, and the protective duty* upon these 
against foreign competition is in the same 
light as a protective duty for corn. pork, or 
beef. We only want protection against trust 
injustices at home. | 

“ Argument No. 5—Is fully answered by our 
reply to No. 4. 

“ Argumént No. 6—The American agricul- 
tural implement manufacturer, in buying 
metal materials, is loath to leave his home 
country, that Is the greatest producer of fron 
and steel in the world, and whose immense 
mineral resources he depended upon in plac- 
ing his means and life’s work tnto business, to 
go abroad into the enemy’s (competitor’s) 
country to buy his needs from strangers who 
would have to be educated largely to our 
ideas to meet our demands. So the Dingley 
tariff offer of rebates (on exported machines 
using imported materials) has heretofore 
been meaningless and without attention. 


Secret of the Ship Merger. 

“Tt has been stated that when some of 
the prominent leaders of the steel trust were 
active in promoting the ship merger it 
was explained to prominent foreign powers 
that the primary purpose was to greatly ad- 
vance freight carrying rates upon outside 
steel and iron, thus limiting the’steel con- 
suming industries of the United States and 
protect the monopoly of the steel trust in 
America. Was not Benedict Arnold engaged 
upon a somewhat like undertaking over a 
hundred years ago? 

“The recent enormous purchases of Me- 
saba ore lands would strongly Indicate no re- 
laxing of the purpose to perfect and fortify 
this monopoly upon the people, and the fol- 
lowing from the New York Journal of Com- 
merce seems timely:
